In  the  ^one-act  play  contest  for  the 
high  school  division,  a gold  medal  will 
be  presented  to  the  best  made  char- 
acter, the  best  female  character  and 
the  character  achieving  the  best  dic- 
tion, etc.  The  dramatic  reading  con- 
test winner  also  will  receive  some 
sort  of  medal. 

In  the  junior  college  division,  med- 
als will  be  awarded  to  members  of  the| 
most  vociferous  affirmative  and  nega- 
tive teams,  and  to  the  best  male 
character,  best  female  character  and 
character  with  the  best  diction  in  the 
one-act  plays.  No  dramatic  reading 
contest  is  being  offered  in  the  junioi 
college  division. 

According  to  statistics,  11  junior 
college^  and  12  high  schools  have  en- 
tered the  tournament  to  this  day.

Clif 
Coon,  freshman  spring  prospect,  was 
leading  the  shorter  dash  when  he  suf- 
fered a cramped  muscle.  Clif  finished 
behind  Greer,  who  pushed  Hutchin- 
son in  both  the  sprnts. 

Excellent  prospects  in  the  hurdles 
also  are  apparent.  Pete  Wilson  was 
credited  with  15.3  and  24.9  seconds  in 
the  two  obstacle  races.

gate  receipts  of  the  tournament  if  the 
Banyan  were  victorious,  in  which 
case  the  receipts  would  go  to  them.

So  Why  Learn? 


Having  flunked  classes  in  child  and 
adolescent  psychology,  I feel  compe- 
tent to  analyze  psychologically  Mr. 
Luke’s  humor.  Marked  restraint  char- 
acterizes most  of  the  columnist’s  work.
